Vicary Creek Coal Impresses 
Japanese Delegation 

Thirteen Japanese delegates represent¬ 
ing over 80 per cent of Japan's pig iron indust¬ 
ry and various Japapnese steel companies 
sparked a new hope in Coleman Friday when 
the party arrived and were taken on a trip to 
Coleman Collieries' new development, the Vic¬ 
ary Creek mine, which is a producer of high 
grade bituminous coking coal. 

Heading the Japanese mission were Hir¬ 
oshi Ono, of the marketing section of the Nip¬ 
pon Steel Tube Co. Ltd.; Kazuyoshi Yokoo, the 
chief of the fuel section of the Yawata Iron 
and Steel Company Ltd.; Fujio Ohashi, chief 
of the fuel section Fuji Iron and Steel Co. Ltd., 
and Tetsuro Abe, chief of the fuel section of 
the Nipon Steel Tube Co. Ltd. 


Accompanying flit* mission were 
David H. Sutherland of the 1). H. 
Sutherland and Co., exporters and 
uuporters and sales agents of 
! ortland, Oregon, and M. Farrell, 
.xporter of coal from Portland. 
Huge Seam 

The mission party was taken on 
a visit to the Vicary Creek mine 
some 13 miles north of Coleman. 
The men were taken right into 
Hie face of the mine where they 
saw the clean, high grade coking 
| oal. The men were surprised •<> 
learn that the known reserves of 
Tie mine extend some nine miles 
north of the entry and the seam 
varies in thickness from 16 to 40 
fee;. It is estimated the first mile 
of coal would yield some 25 mil¬ 
lion tons while the estimated 

some 300 million tons. 

After viewing the mine which 
so far has only produced some 
5,000 tons of coal as the entry has 
only gone into the mountain about 
500 feet, the men visited the 
Coleman Collieries International 
tipple. 

it was pointed out here that the 
tipple could put out over 2.500 
tons of cleaned coal every eight 
hours and if necessary another 
’ipple at the MeGillivray mine of 
Coleman Collieries, could match 
this output. The Japanese visitors 
mpeared to be very favorably 
impressed with the type of coal 
and quantity available. On their 
return to town the men were 
">ndered a banquet where several 
short talks were heard. 

Mayor Frank Aboussafy ex- 
’ended a warm welcome to the 
';siting officials and voiced the 
lope that satisfactory business 
would result between the Japan¬ 
ese steel firms and the Coleman 

Following the luncheon Hiroshi 
Ono, standing against a backdrop 
■>! the Japanese and Canadian flags 
addressed the group. Mr. ftno said: 
As representatives of the steel 
mills in Japan and 80 per cent of 
the pig iron production, we have 
come to Canada for the purpose of 
investigating iii detail the possi¬ 
bility of buying Canadian eoal. The 
subject of buying Canadian coking 
coal has been receiving our con¬ 
sideration since June of this year 
when your government made a pro- 
1 osal to a Japanese steel mission 
touring Canada at that time. 

“However, sufficient time was 
unavailable on that occasion to 
discuss this question but upon the 
Mturn of the mission to Japan, 
the importance and possibility of 
buying coking coal became >a 
matter of eager concern to the 
Japanese iron and steel industry, 
necessitating a further technical 
■study of various problems. Our 
principal object will be to deter¬ 
mine whether or not Canadian 
oal is suitable to the blast fur¬ 
nace operation by the Japanese 
icon and steel industry; what con¬ 
sistent rate of supply can be 
maintained in the future; can a 
consistent quality standard be 
maintained; what merit value 
does Canadian coking coal have 
v.ith other coking coals imported 
>»)' J,apan and the corresponding 
i dative price. We have discussed 
these problems with your federal 
end provincial government.’’ 

During the luncheon. Mr. Far¬ 
rell addressed the. delegation, 
stating that Canadians are bound 
to further the sale of Japanese 
goods in this country. Since Japan 
is in need of Canadian and 
.American dollars and with Japan 


rchasing Canadian goods and 
w with the possibility of a good 
11 market developing, Mr. Par- 
1 pointed out the great import¬ 
er of Canadians purchasing 
panese products. 

He felt that with the growing 
industry in Alberta which uses 
great deal of steel tubing anil 
arrangements should be pro- 
Ted to use Japanese products

Mr. U. E. Ashlmrner, president 
of the Alberta Tuberculosis Associ¬ 
ation. announced today the com¬ 
pletion of weeks of preparation by 
voluntary committees throughout 
the province with the mailing, dur- 
• hig the past few days, of Christ¬ 
mas Seals in the opening of the 
campaign to raise $226,000 to aid 
in the eradication of tuberculosis. 

This amount is needed to meet 
tiie budgetary requirements of the 
Association during the coining 
y ear, which includes - case-finding, 
rehabilitation of TB patients, nurs¬ 
ing services, welfare and health ed¬ 
ucation. The campaign in Leth¬ 
bridge is sponsored by the Leth¬ 
bridge Kinsmen Club. 

In commenting on the campaign 
Mr. Ashburner said ‘.‘During the 
past year the Association lias ex¬ 
panded operations to a consider¬ 
able extent, particularly in the 
case-finding field. The belief is 
held by all too many pepople that 
tuberculosis is no longer a serious 
li.altli problem. Unfortunately, the 
until is rather the reverse, as there 
is actually an increase in tlte num¬ 
ber of new cases being discovered, 
during 1956 being one new active 
ease for every 2240 of our popula-

sease. although inactive at the 


These people Will require peri¬ 
odical examinations." 

Mr. Ashburner said “The worse 
centres of infection are, generally 
speaking, in the outlyingi areas 
hard to reach with health services, 
and we have doubled our survey 
potential in an effort to seek out 
tiie unknown TB, and we are hope¬ 
ful that this has. at least partially, 
led to the greater number of new 
cases, rather than a serious spread 
of infection. However, the new 
cases turning up in our clinics re¬ 
cently opened in the City Halls 
in Calgary and Edmonton, lead us 
!n believe that the incidence of the 
disease may be more widespread 
than formerly recognized. These 
( xpanded services have added sub¬ 
stantially to our btylget, and it is 
more necelsary than ever that we 
it ach our objective in the forth¬ 
coming Christmas Seal campaign,

JAPANESE VISIT RAISES HOPE OF 
MARKET FOR ALBERTA COAL 

(Calgary Herald Staff Reporter) 


CALGARY, Alta. - The prospects of a bad- 
^ly-needed new market outlet for Alberta coal 
was seen here Tuesday (Nov. 19) when a team 
of Japanese business men arrived at McCall 
Field. 


The visitors represent the three 
birgest steel mills in Japan. Their 
purpose in coining here is to in¬ 
vestigate the possibility of buying 
Canadian coking coal. 

Speaking through an interpreter, 
the Japanese delegation said at 
the airport that pre-war produc¬ 
tion, of pig iron in Japan has been 
surpassed in recent years. 

To meet the needs of the boom¬ 
ing iron and steel industry in 
Japan, they said, Japan needs more 
coal. A*good deal is being import¬ 
ed and Alberta might be a new 

They were met at tire airport 
by William C. Whittaker, manag¬ 
ing director of the Coal Operators' 
Association of Western Canada, 
and other coal industry officials. 

Wednesday they attended a ser¬ 
ies of conferences with Alberta 
coal men to find out what this pro¬ 
vince has to offer. 

Jive Operations 

On Thursday and Friday they 
visited the Crows Nest Pass area 
- to see Canadian coal mining oper¬ 
ations ami Canadian coal at first 

hand. 

The interpreter for the Japanese 
told the reporter on Tuesday night 
that pig iron production — a basic 
industry was ‘nothing’, in Japan 
at the end of the Second Great 

Three years ago the delegation 
said, production amounted to ap¬ 
proximately 4,000,000 tons. The 
Japanese hope that this year's 
output will he around 6.700,000 

To fuel such industrial output, 
ih- Japanese said, 8.000.000 tons 
of dial are needed each year. 

China Sells 

Japan itself will account for 
4,400,000 tons of that requirement, 
o he remaining 3,600.000 tons is 
being imported. Twenty per cent 
of the imports come from Com¬ 
munist China. 

Looking to the future, the Jap¬ 
anese see a need for far more 
t ran 8.000.000 tons a year, and 
this is why the trade group is in 
Calgary. 

"To meet our expanding needs, 
we are trying to search for ad¬ 


ditional sources of supply," a 
spokesman said. 

What the Japanese want is good ' 
quality coal at reasonable cost. 

The members of the delegation 
conceded that Japan is carrying 
i n trade under existing circum¬ 
stances With Red China because 
ci its ‘close geographical location.’ 
Natural Interest 

Because cf China’s close prox¬ 
imity to Japan, they said. Japan 
was "naturally interested" in trade 
with the Red-ruled country. 

But the delegation was here on 
a “coal mission" and it was "not 
:he purpose of the mission" to 
consider its members’ views on 
trade behind the Iron Curtain. 

While Japan at present buys a 
substantial amount of coal from 
China, a spokesman related, the 
duality of that coal is poor, and 
presents another reason why other 
sources are being investigated. 

In a statement issued on their 
arrival, the Canadian government 
"made a proposal to a Japanese 
steel mission touring Canada." 
l ager Concern 

With the return of the steel mis¬ 
sion to Japan the statement says, 
the "importance and possibilities” 
of buying Canadian coking coal be¬ 
comes "a matter of eager con- 
torn" to the Japanese iron and 
si eel industry. 

The statement lists the present 
delegation's purposes as follows: 

“Our principal object will be to 
determine whether or not Cana¬ 
dian coking coal is suitable for a 

Japanese iron and steel industry; 
what consistent rate of supply can 
tie maintained in the future and 
can a consistent quality standard 
lur maintained; what merit value 
does Canadian coking coal have 
iin comparison) with other coking 
coals imported by Japan and the 
corresponding relative price.” 
Ottawa Visit 

In Ottawa earlier this month, 
the delegation met with members 
o ' the Japanese embassy and dis¬ 
cussed the Canadian coal reserves 
pictures with the Canadian depart¬ 
ment of mines and members of the 
federal coal hoard.

Resources Impress 

“It is too early to predict accur¬ 
ately the outcome of the Japanese 
steelmen’s visit to Canada," said 
William C. Whittaker, managing 
director of the Coal Operators' As¬ 
sociation of Western Canada said 
Wednesday night. "It can well be 
Vneficia! both to the Alberta coal 
market and the Japanese steel in¬ 
dustry, hut many details remain to 
he ironed out." 

"We've been brush cleaning to¬ 
day," is how Mr. Whittaker de¬ 
scribed top level discussions be¬ 
tween Canadian coal industry ex¬ 
ecutives and three Japanese re¬ 
presentatives of three steel firms 
i hat produce 80 per cent of Japan¬ 
ese steel. 

( eke Coal Study 
Wednesday's sessions were de- 
\oted to an exchange of ideas 
which included an initial study ot 
Canada’s coking coal potential 
and need of the Japanese steel 
industry for an additional eight 
million tons of metallurgical coal 
to increase its pig iron produc¬ 
tion from 6,700,000 tons to 12 mil¬ 
lions by about 1962. 

Most important results of the 
talks, said Mr. Whittaker, Is the 
delegations realization that Can¬ 
ada has the supplies to meet 
their ueeds and their statement 
that, after tests are made of 
Canadian coal, if the quality suits 
for blending with Japanese run I 
arid tlie price is right tiieir 
companies will consider seri- 
onsly buying in the Canadian 
market. 

The delegation, headed by Tei- 
suro Abe of Nippon Steel and 
Tube, emphasized through their 
interpreter thai this was a sur¬ 
vey trip. ' 

The trip was, tlie result of only 
lecent information that coking 
coal is available for export in 
Canada and the U. S. and that 
bulk loading equipment would pos- 
s’bly be established at Vancouver 
in the near future. 

The Japanese will probably call 
for one ton test shipments from 
various mines and after extensive 
home research indicate further, 
needs and price suggestions. 
Nothing Certain 

Mr. Whittaker warned that the 
delegation was composed of "top¬ 
flight technicians who know ev¬ 
ery angle and that their visit does 
not automatically mean relief for 
.vlberta’s hard-pressed coal mar¬ 
ket. They will buy for price as 
well as quality." he stated. 

Mr. Whittaker feels that it 
would take five years before the 
lull impact of the Japanese visit 
could be felt by the Alberta 
market but that a substantial 
coal trade could be developed with 
patience.
